aaim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Peter 
(USPN 4,703,668). 

Peter discloses a first half assembly (15) having a first rotation axis; a second half 
assembly (42) having a second rotation axis substantially parallel to the first axis the second half 
assembly meeting the first half assembly on a inclined plane which is inclined with respect to a 
perpendicular plane perpendicular to the first and second rotation axis, wherein combined 
rotation of the first half assembly around the first rotation axis and the second half assembly 
around the second rotation axis defines either a rotation, in opposite directions, of a first bay 
connected with the first half assembly in a location distal to the inclined plane and a second bay 
connected with the second half assembly in a location distal to the inclined plane, or bending in a 
plane of the first and second bay; 

the inclined plane has an inclination angle of 45 degrees.
